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(57) Abstract: An iUumination control system includes at least one on-hand device and a plurality of illumination devices. The 
transmission medium for communication between the on-hand device and the illumination devices has directivity characteristic. If 
necessary, ID information is used to select and specify an illumination device. The iUumination device specified turns on and sets 
light intensity. Judgment is made whether the relationship between the illuminance at a desired position and a target illuminance 
satisfies a predetermined condition. According to the judgment result, light intensity of each of the illumination devices is increased 
or decreased successively, thereby setting the illuminance at a desired position toward the target illuminance. In this illumination 
control system, especially in an environment having a plenty of illumination devices arranged, only a part of all the illumination 
devices, for example, only the necessary illumination devices can be controlled, thereby reducing the control time and reducing 
imnecessary illimiination. 
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
